SHANTUNG GOES

TSINAN IS LOST

Only Three .Strong Provinces
V.Nowloyahia.Yuari Shih- - --

: Kai;flairdd Menaced

(Special Cable to Liberty News)
SHANGHAI, China, Jan; 25. Gun

Win i Pan, military governor of Shan
tung province, has declared his in-
dependence of Yuan Shih-Ka-l The
garrison at Tslnan, the capital city,
has gone over to the revolutionists.
This province Is the second within a
week adjoining Peking to go over to
the revolutionary party. Shantung
province : Is directly south of Peking
and on the main line of the railroad
from Peking south.

"Tslnan Is situated on the Hwang Ho
river and Is considered a strong mili-
tary post. It is the junction of the
two railroads of the province, one
leading to Peking and the' other , to
Talngtau, captured by the Japanese
from the Germans. Prominent offi-

cials who know the situation In Shan-
tung state that the action of the mili-
tary governor means that the entire
province will go over to the revolt
tlonists.

Foreign missionaries have left Tsln
an for Tsingtau and many other for
eigners are leaving this province. Tho
revolutionists have now encircled Pe-
king and the province of Chili with
the exception of one point, Honan,
which still is controlled : by the mon- -

achists.
Three Strongholds Left.

With Shantung going : over to the
revolutionists, only three! strong prov-
inces still cling to the monarchy, these
being Chili, Honan and Hupeh. Other
provinces which have not yet joined
the revolutionary movement are not
In favor of a monarchial government.

Yuan Shih-Ka- i has ordered his
troops at the front to march to the
province of Hupeh to make a stand
against the forces of revolutionary
armies In Yunnan and Sze Chuen. This
move is made to prevent the revolu
tionary troops from taking the Hankow-

-Peking railroad, which is neces-
sary to the monarch.

The revolutionary government in
Yunnan has despatched a commission-
er to the French province of Annam
on th6 south, to make a contract for
ammuition. The revolutionary party
has already ordered 15 machine guna,
five field guns and 10,000 rifles from
French firms in Hanoi, the capital of.
Annam. French capitalists in Annam
have loaned the revolutionary party
5,000,000 francs for carrying on a cam-

paign against the monarchists.
